On 14-3-99 SI, Sudan Nandi, Ofitcer-m-Chargc PS Nuiau 
Bazar (South District Tripura) received a reliable informa¬ 
tion about the presence of a group of 6/7 armed NIJFT ex¬ 
tremists led by Saral Pnda Jamatia, a Group Commandei 
of NLFT, in the house of one Harixh Reang of Rtmjanbairi. 
H« immediately informed SDPO Amarpur who in turn ap¬ 
proached Shri Som Pmkaish Sharma, Officer Commanding 
33 Bn,, CRPF to spare a Platoon; to confront this gang, Shri 
Sharma not only spared the force, but also volunteered to 
lead, this operation. He alongwith SDPO and Cf Amarpur 
and OC PS Nutan Bazar and the Pin left for the destina 
tion. After deploying 2 Sections to cover all the escape 
routes, he alongwith OC PS and one section started search¬ 
ing the houses. Before entering the house of Harish Rcang 
at about 2030 hrs. Shri Sharma detailed Shri Ukey, to cover 
the door leading to the bed room from out side and entered 
the room alongwith Shri Nandi, ST & Sh. Javnail Singh, Cons¬ 
table. On seeing ihe extremist Saral Pada Jamatia inside 
the room in civil, dress, and as he could not be recognised, 
instantaneously and to avoid injuries to innocent persons 
who were nearby, the party refrained from opening fire and 
in a bid to catch him alive pounced on the extremist. During 
the sen tile the extremist Jamatia managed to take out one 
HE Grenade and tried to throw it at the police party. How¬ 
ever, the grenade burst in his hand causing instantaneous 
death of Shri Sharma and SI S. Nandi and serious injuries to 
Ct. Jamail Singh to which he succumbed while ou his way 
to hospital. The right palm of the extremist also got blown 
off in the blast and despite this injury, he tried to escape 
from tho room. Shri Tcj Ram Ukey, Constable who rushed 
to the scene on hearing the explosion and cries of the 
injuries, shot dead the extremist by firing 6 rounds 
from his carbine. The firing by him also forced another 
suspected extremist Dhiram Reang to surrender. Shri Ukey 
alerted the nearby CRPF post of the incident through his wire¬ 
less set immediately thereafter.

and police party. The militants could not advance towards 
the police team and had to flee away with injuries leaving be¬ 
hind some ULFA related documents at the spot. Later on 
Shri Saikia succumbed to his injuries. 

Thus Constable Shri Saikia laid down his life in the highest 
traditions of the Force.

9 MM Pistols with one Magazine and 
3 I rounds of 8 mm live ammunition a cash amount of Rs, 
96,500/- and some incriminating documents revealing activities 
of the ULFA organisation were recovered.

The team in which Shri H. S. Rao, 
Constable was present had to isolate the militants before their 
reaching to village and accordingly when his team was trying 
to establish the contact, were fired upon by the insurgent 
group who were escaping. Shri Rao and two other Cons¬ 
tables were moving ahead of the main group. The insurgents 
who had almost reached the village spotting the scout 
group fired upon them. In the initial burst, one of the bullets 
pierced Shri Rao’s chest. Despite being injured, Shri Rao 
took position and dragged his two scouts to position on either 
side and returned the fire. Shri Rao also kept his will and 
was able to prevent the insurgents from advancing by tiring 
on them till the main group could reach the spot. By the 
time the main group could reach the spot, one of the 
insurgents, who later on turned out to be Abu Basher, Area 
Commander of Laskar-e-Toiba and an Afghan national, was 
killed and remaining insurgents had fled, Later on Shri Rao 
succumbed to his injuries. 

One AK 47 Rifle, one Chienese piston and one grenade and 
magazines and ammunition were recovered from the place of 
incident. 

In this encounter late Shri H. S. Rao, Head Constable dis¬ 
played conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty 
of a high order. 


'narrowly escaped being hit. Shri Singh took position on

Shri Nautiyal posi¬ 
tioned his I.MG and grenade arid was able to lob grenades 
into the three houses where the insurgents had taken shelter. 
Shri Ombir Singh, Constable who was firing was hit 
by militants bullets on his right thigh. Despite his injury 
he kept on firing and his covering fire helped grenades being 
launched into the houses. The three houses caught fire as 
the exploding grenades had set fire to the hay stacked In 
these houses. In the heavy exchange of fire three militants 
were killed . The killed militants were later identified as 
Fakira Gujjar of HM outfit, ITikmatyar of Tazakisthan & 
Umargul of Yamen. 3 AK Rifles, 2 pistols & 2 grenade* 
with magazines and rounds were recovered in charred condi¬ 
tion.

Mahavir Prasad took his troops and cordoned a house In 
which one Pak Insurgent had taken shelter. Just as Shri 
Prasad completed the cordon, the police party was fired at 
from the house. Shri Prasad positioned a fire group on one 
side of the house with (wo LMGs and concentrated fire on 
the house. He himself with a small QRT went to the 
opposite side of the house in a long detour through the 
paddy fields and managed to come up towards the house 
without being observed. Shri Prasad reached the house, 
lobbed a grenade through the window into the house. The 
militant was in another room and through another window, 
the militant fired back on the group and one of his bullets 
hit Shri Prasad critically injuring him. 

2. Hearing this encounter, Shri Sharma, Commandant along- 
with his 2 I/C Shri Choudhary rushed to the site. The militant 
inside was firing rifle grenades through the window on the 
cordon party. Shri Sharma managed to bring a BP vehicle 
and evacuated Shri Prasad. Hut Shri Prasad expired before 
he could reach the hospital. Shri Sharma then moved the 
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vehicle nnd came dose to the wall of the house despite heavy 
firing from inside, Shri Sharma threw hand grenades into 
two sides of the house, Then, by fixing a ladder on the 
roof of the BP vehicle, Shri Sharma sent Constables Mukesh 
Kumar and Khuzan Singh to the roof who threw two grenades 
down the chimeny. Thereafter Shri Sharma managed to get 
the two Constables back to BP vehicle. Meanwhile, the 
militant who was inside the house reached near the window 
and threw a grenade. Shri Sharma seeing the grenade kept 
himself away from the direction of the grenade simultaneously 
nudging the two Constables who were with him to safety 
before the grenade exploded. Seeing a respite in the action, 
the insurgent jumped out of the window and rushed into the 
paddy field but Shri Mukesh Kumar who was positioned be¬ 
hind the tree saw him trying to escape and managed to kill 
him with his continuous firing. The killed militant was later 
identified as FaiduHah @Tariq Bhai, a Pakistani insurgent be¬ 
longing to L. E. T.

<Vn 8th July, 1998, information was received that a group of 
insurgents was hiding in Wuyam forest reserve. Shri C. H. 
Sethuram, AC of 52 Bn., BSF was ditallcd with two Coys 
to recede the outskirts of the forest and lay stops so that no 
group could escape from the forest. A second party was to 
beat the forest towards the area where the stops were laid 
so that the insurgents hiding be forced to escape towards the 
stops where they could be intercepted, Shri Sethuram who 
had just completed laying stops and the party which was 
to move through the forest from the opposite direction had 
just commenced tlicir move when a shot was fired by the 
insurgent group front inside the forest. Reinforcement 
were brought in and after confirmation of the position taken 
by the stops, movement to clear the forest commenced. Shri 
Bishan Das, Lance Naik and Shri Santosh Kumar, Constable 
of 129 Bn. who were in the party advancing through the 
forest first came into contact with the insurgents who had 
taken a lay back position to deter the advancing search 
group. As the firing from the insurgent group ensued, Shri 
Bishan Das and Shri Santosh Kumar took positions with trees 
covering them and killed one insurgent who later on was 
identified as a Pakistani. 

Shri Sethuram who was effectively countering the insurgent 
firing and also controlling the fire of Shri Bishan Das and 


Shri Santosh Kumar noticed three militants who were trying 
to break the cordon. When the militants realised that they 
would be killed, they threw down their weapons and all three 
were apprehended. Subsequent interrogation led to the in¬ 
formation about the route adopted By this insurgent group. 
By this time, it had become dark hut the troops continued to 
retain their positions and were awaiting the insurgents to 
break the cordon when one grenade fired bv the insurgents 
landed near where S/Shri Sethuram, Bishan Das and Santosh 
Kumar were positioned. All the three recivcd splinter Injuries. 
Both the Lance Naik and Constable were evacuated to 
Army hospital but Shri Sethuram, AC refused to be evacuat¬ 
ed and continued to lead the troops. The cordon party 
continued at the site throughout the night with intermittent 
firing being exchanged, to find out whether either side 
had retreated. In the meanwhile, hearing about the en¬ 
counter, Vijay Ahuja, AC/JSCHG) Kupwara who intercepted 
the messages of militants holed up in the jungle decided to 
visit the spot and reached there at about 0500 hrs next 
morning. At first light, Shri Vijay Ahuia also joined Shri 
Sethuram and party. Nearing a small knoll. Shri Ahuja 
had iust raised himself to see ahead when an insurgent who 
had been hiding in a club of bushes, suddenly jumped up 
and fired a burst. Shri Ahuja received the ballot in Bis 
abdomen and was critically wounded. His fire had exposed 
the insurgent and a hail of bullets from tho advancing party 
killed him instantly. Shri Ahuja died on his way to the 
hospital. In the meantime, firing had ceased and when the 
area was searched, 6 AK-47 Rifles, 2 Pistols, 8 Rifle Grenades, 
7 Hand Grenades, One ICON Wireless Set, One KENWOOD 
Wireless Set, One Rifle Silence and a large quantity of maga¬ 
zines and ammunition were recovered.

Since fife wits 
coming from the front, Shri Narnaware and his two men 
were in danger of being shot from the fire of their own per¬ 
sonnel, However, taking shelter behind the building, they 
came dose to the building and lobbed two grenades through 
the chimney into the, house. The grenades exploded in the 
room below and killed both the militants who were firing 
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towards- the- front of the' house. When the tiring ceased, it 
was f blind that three insurgents had been killed in operations. 
From the diaries and papers found, it was Tevealed that the 
insurgents were one Saifullah, a Pak national, Zahid of Gul 
and MOhd. Hussain of Bariihal. One Rifle, one SSG snipci 
Rifle with telescope, one 9 mm Chinese pistol and one hand 
grenade were recovered from the house.

On 26th March, 1998 an information was received about 
It.,. presence of militants in area Bcrinar and Jaglanu Kulan. 
A commando platoon consisting of 22 police personnel was 
despatched on the intervening night. They conducted sear¬ 
ches in the scattered houses on the hill side hut could nol 
locate, any insurgent. One militant, who was biding in some 
bushes in between some rocks, seeing the BSF troops tacti¬ 
cally fired a burst which hit Shri Kujur. Though Shri Kujur 
was injured he managed to crawl into a ditch on the side of 
the track and started firing. The rest of the platoon imme¬ 
diately took cover.

On 13-11-1998, on receipt of information about the 
presence of militants in a house of Tekanwari, Shri Vinod 
Sharma, Commandant planned to cordon the target house 
using the 2 Pis with him. Having entered the village he 
called the Numberdar and summoned all villagers to come 
to a central place of the village. He then took SI Bir Singh, 
Constable John Kennedy and Constable Shashi Bhani 
Singh with him and proceeded towards the suspected 
house where probably he had been informed that 
militants w'ere hiding.

On 11th March, 1998 at about 19.00 hrs. some armed 
naxalites suddenly started heavy firing and throwing bomb 
grenades at P. S. Tarla Guda, Shri Oour Hari Sao, Cons¬ 
table who just had his food tried to snatch the rifle of one 
of the advancing naxalites who attempted to take him hos¬ 
tage. He also alerted the force by shouting but during the 
struggle with the naxalites he was badly injured and later 
on succumbed to his injuries. At this S.H.O, asked the force 
to take position and retaliated. Accordingly, Constable Man 
Bahadur moved up to a window, mounted his L.M.G. and 
returned the fire. Also Constables Singh, Giri and Gota 
took frontal position and despite maximum exposure to 
firing from naxalites repulsed their attack and compelled 
them to flee. In the morning when firing stopped, eight 
naxalites were found killed. Two AK-47, three 0.303 rifles, 
14 hand grenades and other live ammunition was seized from 
the scene. S.H.O. Torky and H. C, Saket were also injured 
in the cross firing,
